quirements prescribed in the act. The 
plaintiff does not come up to those re- 
quirements; he is not a major of the Army 
who has completed 14 years’ service, nor 
does he meet any of the other requirements 
of the act which would entitle him to the 
pay of the fourth period. The plaintiff 
insists that because he is receiving the sum 
of $3.000 per annum he is really receiving 
the pay of the fourth period, and is there- 
fore entitled to be dealt with as an officer 
receiving the pay of that period. 

“But as a matter of fact he is not re- 
ceiving the pay of the fourth period, and 
does not prove that he does, for the act 
provides that the pay of the fourth period 
shall be $3.000, and in addition that every 
officer paid under the provisions of this 
section—that is, section 1—shall receive an 
increase of 5 per cent of the base pay of 
‘his period for each three years of service 
up to 30 years. If the plaintiff were re- 
ceiving the pay of the fourth period under 
the provisions of this act he would be re- 


UDGE HAY, rendering a decision for 

the Court of Claims, dismissed the pe- 
tition of Maj. Alfred L. Rockwood, U.S.A., 
under which the plaintiff sought to secure 
allowances which corresponded to his base 
pay under the Joint Service Pay Act. 
Major Rockwood was in that class of 
officers of the Army who come under the 
saving clause of the act, and thus was en- 
titled to the base pay of $3,000, or that 
of the fourth period. Judge Hay took the 
position that as Major Rockwood did not 
receive the longevity pay of officers in the 
fourth period, he, therefore, did not receive 
the base pay. 

After quoting extensively from the Pay 
Act. Judge Hay went on to say 

“The plaintiff under the sanateiens of 
section 1 of the act is entitled to receive 
the pay of the third period, as he is a 
major of the Army of less than 14 years’ 
service. He, however, claims that he is in 
fact receiving the pay of the fourth period. 
He does receive the annual base pay of 


$3,000, which is the pay of the fourth ceiving $3,000 plus an increase of 5 per 
period, but he receives it by virtue of the cent on that sum for each three years of 


provisions of section 16 of the act, which 
provide that nothing contained in the act 
shall operate to reduce the pay of any 
officer on the active list below the pay to 
which he is entitled by reason of his grade 
and length of service on June 30, 1922. 


GETS THIRD PERIOD PAY 


“The plaintiff was a major of the Army 
on June 30, 1922, and was as such entitled 
to the pay of that grade under the pro- 
visions of the act of May 11, 1908, 34 Stat. 
108. That pay was the sum of $3,000, 
plus longevity pay. The pay which the 
plaintiff is now receiving is the pay of the 
third period $2,400, plus $600, the amount 
necessary to avoid the reduction of his pay 
below that which he was receiving on June 
30, 1922 t is not the pay of the fourth 
period as provided for in the act. 

“The pay of the fourth period can only 
be paid to those officers who fulfill the re- 


his service. He has now had 12 years of 
service, and if he is right in his contention 
that his pay is the pay of the fourth period 
he should receive in addition to his $3,000 
the sum of $600. 

“But he is only receiving $3,000 plus 
$300, the pay and length of service pay 
which he was receiving on June 30, 1922, 
and which was preserved to him by the 
saving clause of the act of June 10, 1922. 
He is not claiming that he is entitled to 
receive more, and he therefore, in effect, 
admits that he is not being paid under the 
provisions of section 1 of the act but under 
the provisions of section 16, which section 
only gives him the pay to which he was 
entitled under the provisions of the act of 
May 11, 1908. 

“We cannot escape the conclusion that 
the plaintiff is receiving the pay of the 
third period, plus the $600 which the sav- 
ing clause of the act provides for.’

President Coolidge Presents 
Commissions To 438 
Midshipmen 


TWENTY -SEVEN STARRED 


SOME 5,000 persons attended the gradu- 
ating exercises at the U. S. Naval 
Academy at Annapolis on June 3, one of 
the largest audiences ever present. The 
event was also one of the most interesting 
and successful in the history of the Acad- 
emy. President Coolidge addressed the 
graduating class and presented the diplomas 
to each of the midshipmen who graduated. 
Included in the presidential party were 
Secretary of the Navy Wilbur and Adm. 
Edward W. Eberle, Chief of Naval Opera- 
tions. 

The President and party were received 
with due honors by Rear Adm, L. M. Nul- 
ton, U.S.N., Superintendent of the Naval 
Academy, and was highly impressed with 
his visit and the conditions at the Academy 
under Admiral Nulton. 


FOR ADEQUATE DEFENSE 


The President was received with great 
applause, and in his address to the gradu- 
ating class dwelt on the needs of adequate 
defense and urged that each citizen should 
be a potential soldier and must give some 
attention to military affairs if we wish to 
keep our standing forces small. Mr. Cool- 
idge said that the aim of the United States 
was peace by reason. He denounced jingo 
propaganda. 

In closing his address, President Coolidge 
referred to the stalwart patriotism and 
loyalty of Admiral Dewey. His injunction 
to ‘the graduates was to emulate Admiral 
Dewey in guarding the law and in advanc- 
ing the honor and glory of the flag. 

Secretary of the Navy Wilbur, who is a 
graduate of the U.S.N.A., class of 1888, in 
an address to the graduating class was 
greeted with a big wave of applause when 
- declared that in appointing Admiral 

Nulton to be Superinterident of the Naval 
Acade my he had made the selection with a 
view to giving the midshipmen as mentor 

“the best officer in the Navy.” 

Following the exercises the President in- 
spected the Academy grounds. He and his 
party then had luncheon with Rear Ad- 
miral Nulton, Superintendent of the Acad- 
emy, leaving immediately afterward by 
automobile for Washington.

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POST-WAR SMALL ARMS 
HISTORY CONCLUDED 


Pedersen’s Semi - Automatic 
And Browning Rifle 


Progress Traced 


. 


ARE DESIGNING NEW RIFLE 


THE history of the post-war development 
of small arms, which was begun’in the 
ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL, issue of May 
16, is concluded in this issue, in which 
the Pedersen reduced caliber semiauto- 
matic rifle and the Browning automatic 
rifle and the Browning machine rifle is 
given. 

So far we have been discussing semi- 
automatic rifles which have the advan- 
tage of firing the Service cartridge, but 
have certain inherent disadvantages by 
reason of this fact. For instance, both 
rifles weigh more and are longer than the 
Springfield, and fire a cartridge unneces- 
sarily powerful, which will give a range 
much longer than will ever be used in 
battle. 

FIRE MORE EFFICIENT 


Their rate of fire is not so much more 
rapid than the Springfield rifle as might be 
thought, because they must be loaded by 
clips just the same as the Springfield. 
Besides, sustained fire will soon overheat 
them. They do, however, permit much 
more time for aiming and much more efli- 
cient firing by reason of the comfort and 
convenience of the firer, together with the 
decreased fatigue. é 

In order to offset these disadvantages 
a reduced caliber, semiautomatic, shoulder 
rifle is being designed by Mr. J. D. Pe- 
dersen, the famous inventor and produc- 
tion engineer, who is employed by the Ord- 
nance Department for this purpose at 
Springfield Armory. The Pedersen is of 
a caliber of 7 mm. or .276. This weapon 
the following advantages over the 
caliber .30: 

First: The weight and length of the rifle 
does not exceed that of the Springfield. : 

Second: The amount of ammunition carried 
by the soldier for a given weight is. greatly 
increased, while the rate of fire and the time 
during which fire can be sustained without 
overheating, due to the less power of the car- 
tridge, is nearly doubled. In fact, the weight 
of the gun plus 340 rounds of ammunition is 
the same as the Springfield and 220 rounds of 
Service ammunition. 

This rifle incorporates a great many fea- 
tures which are usually considered ideal, but 
which are rarely found in military weapons. 
It has the advantage of supplying the In- 
fantry with a semiautomatic rifle which has as 
great a range as will probably ever be called 
upon to be used in battle, i. e., 1,000 yards, 
and which does not involve carrying around a 
semiautomatic rifle and ammunition of greater 
weight than is necessary to obtain this range. 

The chief disadvantage of this weapon is that 
the decreased shock effect of the 7-mm. bullet, 
which weighs about 125 grains as compared to 
the present Service of 150 grains and the new 
Service of 172 grains, may not be sufficient to 
meet the Infantry requirements. However, it 
has a trajectory at Infantry battle ranges that 
compares favorably to the present Service ball 
cartridge. 

This rifle has been designed from the stand- 
point of production, and providing it func- 
tions successfully—and there is no reason to 
doubt but that it will—it will be easier and 
cheaper to put in production than any weapon 
hitherto designed. 

The design is most compact and resembles the 
Springfield in that the trigger mechanism is 
adjacent to the rear of the magazine instead of 
as in the case of the Thompson and Garand, 
being 3 or 4 inches to the rear. In fact, if the 
Springfield length of receiver is taken as the 
standard, the Pedersen receiver is very close to 
it in length, while the Thompson is by far the 
longer. 

The Pedersen will maintain a much higher 
rate of fire than either the Garand or Thompson 
because it involves loading with a clip holding 
10 cartridges, the clip being inserted in the 
magazine without stripping. When the last 
cartridge is fired the entire clip is automatically 
ejected. On account of the decreased power of 
the cartridge, it will not readily overheat from 
rapid fire. 

The principle upon which the Pedersen is 
based is what might be termed a delayed action 
toggle joint. It might also be described as a 
compromise between the principle of the Luger 
automatic pistol and the Schwarzlose machine 
gun. It is superior to any of these designs, how- 
ever, in that sliding friction has been reduced 
to the minimum and rolling friction substituted 
therefor in the arrangement of the receiver 
abutment, the double set of locking members 
and the rear of the breech bolt. 

The Browning Automatic Rifle and the Brown- 
ing Machine Rifle-—The Browning machine rifle 
is a modified Browning automatic rifle, being 
identical in all respects except that it is equipped 
with a heavy barrel, so that the amount of fire 
which can be sustained is doubled, and it is 
equipped with a bipod rest, together with a 
stock resi to increase the stability and accuracy 
of the fire which can be maintained. Four 
hundred and fifty machine rifles are now under 
manufacture for issue to the Cavalry. It is 
probable that upon the adoption and issue of a 


semiautomatic shoulder rifle both the Browning 
automatic rifle and the Browning machine rifle 
may be eventually discarded, as these weapons 
are a compromise’ between a shoulder rifle and 
a machine gun, and yet do not exactly meet the 
requirements of either one or the other. 
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ORTEIG FLIGHT PRIZE 


NNOUNCEMENT was made June 1 

that the Raymond Orteig prize of 
$25,000, which had been offered to the 
aviator who first crossed the Atlantic 
Ocean in an airplane in nonstop flight be- 
tween Paris and New York, has been for- 
maily extended for a further period of five 
years from June 1, 1925. The announce- 
ment was made on behalf of Raymond 
Orteig, of this city, who made the original 
offer in 1919, by his counsel, Col. George 
W. Burleigh, of the law firm of Delafield, 
Thorne & Burleigh. 

Under the terms of the new offer the 
following trustees are named to administer 
the prize: 

Maj. Gen. James G. Harbord, U.S.A., 
Ret., president, Radio Corporation; Max- 
ime Mongendre, French counsel general, 
New York; Col. Franklin Q. Brown, presi- 
dent, Army and Navy Club of America; 
Col. George W. Burleigh, Judge Advocate 
General’s Department, U.S.A. Reserve; 
Col. Walter Scott, vice-president, Butler 
Bros.; M. Lucien Jouvaud, president, 
French Benevolent Society, and Raymond 
Orteig, Jr., son of the donor. 

It was also specified that the competition 
should be held under the rules of the Na- 
tional Aeronautic Association of the 
United States of America and the Federa- 
tion Aeronautique Internationale of Paris, 
France. 

Under the terms of the original offer 
aviators of any allied nationality were 
eligible to try for the prize, and this con- 
dition is continued with the proviso that 
the competitor hold an aviator's certificate 
issued by the National Aeronautic Asso- 
ciation and be duly entered on the com- 
petitors’ register of the National Aero- 
nautie Association.

M42: CHARLES S. BLAKELEY, F.A., 
who has been for the past two and a 
half years on duty as executive officer, 
office of the Chief of Field Artillery, will 
be relieved by Maj.

PAY AT TRAINING CAMPS 


N the case of Edward P. Buckenmeyer 
versus the United States, decided by the 

Court of Claims on June 1, 1925, the rul- 
ing of the Comptroller General that per- 
sons sent to the third and fourth officers’ 
training camps in 1918 immediately upon 
entrance into the military service were not 
entitled to pay at the rate of $100 per 
month as provided by the Deficiency Ap- 
propriation Act of June 15, 1917, is 
reversed. 

The Government contended that Buck- 
enmeyer was not an enlisted man of the 
line within the meaning of that act, but 
the Court of Claims held that since he was 
enlisted for the duration of the war he was 
an enlisted man in the military forces of 
the United States and as such was entitled 
to the $100 rate of pay instead of the pay 
of a private first class, as provided in War 
Department Special Regulations No. 49. 

Buckenmeyer, who failed to qualify for 
a commission, served in the Army until 
July 24, 1919, one year of his service being 
in France. It is understood that in view 
of the large number of men affected the 
Government purposes to apply for a writ 
of certiorari to the Supreme Court. 
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NEW TRAINING ORDERS 
FOR ORGANIZED RESERVE 


AN important communication relating to 
the training of Organized Reserves was 
issued by the War Department on June 3 
to the various commanding generals and 
the chiefs of all War Department branches, 
and the commandants of all exempt 
stations. 

The communication takes the ground 
that the various agencies charged with the 
conduct of training of Organized Reserves 
show a marked diversity in the interpreta- 
tion of the War Department training di- 
rected for 1925. In order to obviate any 
confusion in the training program or lack 
of information concerning the basie¢ princi- 
ples governing Organized Reserve training, 
the communication furnishes an indication 
of the general trend of development of the 
Organized Reserves, and also an interpre- 
tation of the current War Department 
training directions. : 

The unit training is taken up in detail 
and it is pointed out that Reserve unit 
commanders who lack interest in the de- 
velopment of their units and repeatedly 
request exemption from active training 
should be replaced by more conscientious 
and active officers. 

The communication deals with the asso- 
ciation of Reserve units with correspond- 
ing organizations of the Regular Army at 
the home stations of the latter, and points 
out the difficulty in some localities in get- 
ting Reserve regimental units to turn out 
for active duty other than during the Sum- 
mer camp season, The individual training 
of Reserves is spoken of, and also the 
training priorities.

This 
transfer was expected to take place early 
in June, but the U.S.S. Savannah and 
Submarine Division 11 have been ordered 
by the Navy Department to proceed to 
Portland, Oreg., for the annual Rose Fes- 
tival. In order to carry out these orders 
this division will leave the Fleet on May 
20 for Pearl Harbor and remain there un- 
til June 1 for overhaul. On June 1 they 
will leave for Portland, Oreg., arriving 
there not later than June 14. Upon the 
termination of the Rose Festival, about 
June 20, these ships will proceed to the 
Navy Yard, Mare Island, for overhaul, re- 
maining there until about August 21, when 
they will operate on the Pacific coast. 
Captain Day, commander Submarine Di- 
visions, Battle Fleet, will probably not 
transfer his flag to the U.S.S. Savannah 
until after the departure of the Battle 
Fleet for Australia on July 1. 


OMDR. C. C. SOULE, commanding 

officer of the U.S.S. Savannah, will be 
detached from the Savannah on June 1 
and will be relieved by Comdr. R. B. Cof- 
fey. Commander Soule will proceed to the 
navy yard, Puget Sound, on the U.S.S. 
Arizona and will leave from that port 
about June 15 for Newport to attend the 
Naval War College. 


ESTROYER DIVISION 39, attached 

to the Destroyer Squadrons, Scouting 
Fleet, visited the Island of Hilo and the 
Voleano of Kilauea from May 15 to May 
18. This division, which is under orders 
to proceed to the Asiatic Station, will 
leave the U. S. Fleet on May 22 for Pearl 
Harbor and remain there until May 27, 
when they will sail for Manila, stopping 
at the Island of Kauki for two days and 
at Midway Islands about June 2 for 
fuel. 

The U.S.S. Kanawha has been ordered 
to proceed to the Midway Islands, to ar- 
rive there about June 2, in order to fuel 
Division 39 on their way to the Asiatic 
and Division 38, which is returning from 
the Asiatic. 


HE Torpedo School at San Diego, 

which is maintained by the Battle Fleet 
for the training of officers and men, will 
on June 20 complete the training of the 
officers and men now at the school. These 
officers and men will be returned to their 
ships via the destroyers Chase, MacDon- 
ough and MeDermut, leaving San Diego 
about June 20 and arriving at Honolulu 
about June 27. 

Another class of approximately 40 offi- 
cers and 100 men have been detailed from 
vessels of the Battle Fleet to commence 
the course at the Torpedo School at San 
Diego on July 1, the course to be con- 
tinued until the return of the Fleet to 
the San Diego-San Pedro area on Septem- 
ber 26. 


ON September 9 the city of San Fran- 
cisco will hold a Diamond Jubilee to 
commemorate the 75th anniversary of the 
entrance of California as a state in the 
Union. Although a majority of the ships 
of the Battle Fleet will be taking part in 
the Australian-New Zealand cruise on Sep- 
tember 9, arrangements have been made to 
have as many ships as possible attend the 
jubilee. 

At present it seems very probable that 


the U.S.S. Langley and U.S.S. Aroostook 
with several squadrons of planes from the 
Battle Fleet will be present at San Fran- 
cisco at this time. In addition to these 
the U.S.S. Arizona may possibly be avail- 
able and also the destroyers McCawley, 
Meyer, Doyen, William Jones, Farragut, 
Reno and Hull. If Submarine Division 11 
and the U.S.S. Savannah have completed 
their overhaul at the navy yard, Mare 
Island, they will also be ordered to San 
Francisco for this celebration. 


THE U.S.S. Arctic, Brazos and Cuyama 
left Lahaina Roads for the Pacifie coast 
on May 16. The U.S.S. Arctic had as a 
passenger on this trip Congressman French, 
of the Appropriations Committee. The 
U.S.S. Arctie will proceed direct to Mare 
Island, arriving there about May 24, where 
she will load stores for the Fleet. The 
U.S.S. Cuyama and Brazos sailed for San 
Pedro to fill up with oil and to return to 
Honolulu, leaving San Pedro about May 28. 


HE Navy Department has informed the 

various districts concerned that the 
H.M.S. Capetown, a light cruiser, will 
visit the following United States ports: 
Canal Zone, June 11 to 13; San Diego, 
June 23 to 26; Honolulu, July 15 to 20; 
San Francisco, September 8 to 16; San 
Pedro, September 18 to 23: and the Canal 
Zone October 8 to 10. The Capetown is 
attached to the British North Atlantic Sta- 
tion with headquarters at Bermuda, and 
will visit numerous British ports from the 
time of her departure from Bermuda on 
June 6 until her arrival back there in 
October. 


HE U.S.S. Antares, flagship of Train 

Squadron 1, is carrying out the follow- 
ing schedule on her return to the Atlantic 
coast: Left Pearl Harbor June 1, arrive 
San Diego June 11; leave San Diego June 
16, arrive Canal Zone June 30; and then 
proceed to Guantanamo and Norfolk, arriv- 
ing at the Norfolk Navy Yard on July 18. 


‘TT HERE are about 100 families of officers

waiian Islands during the stay of the 
Fleet. During the time the Fleet is at 
anchor at Lahaina a number of the offi- 
cers’ wives made the trip to the Island 
of Maui.

DISTURBANCES IN CHINA

Asiatic Fleet, with the U.S.S. Huron as his 
flagship. According to the latest Navy list 
the Huron was at Chefoo. The gunboats 
Eleano, Penguin and Villabobos and the 
destroyers Pillsbury, Pope and Truxton are 
noted as at Shanghai, June 2.

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FLYING PAY DECISIONS 
HE U. S. Court of Claims recently 





handed down two decisions on flying § 


pay which it is impossible for the laymay 
acquainted with the actual condition ¢f 
service to harmonize. In one case, that of 
George C. Matheson, of the U. 8S. Navy 
Reserve Corps, it was decided that the 
plaintiff was entitled to flying pay even if 
he were not on duty with an air force. He 
was on recruiting duty, but the fact that 
he maintained his status of a naval ayvia- 
tor by flying was taken as sufficient by the 
Court of Claims to entitle him to flying 
pay. 

The other case’was that of Col. Clarence 
C. Culver, U.S.A., who was assigned to 
duty as a student at the Army War Col 
lege. The fact that he did “participate 
regularly and frequently in aerial flights, 
and that he was under the orders of the 
Chief of the Air Service and the President, 
was not sutlicient. Orders were issued by 
the War Department directing him to 
maintain his regular flying duty, but Judge 
Hay insisted that: 

“While at the Army War College the 
plaintiff was on duty as a student officer; 
that duty was separate and distinct from 
the duty which he was performing while 
he was stationed at Washington in the 
office of the Chief of Air Service.” 

In the Matheson case the court consid- 


ered the facts as to whether the plaintif & 


was really flying, while in the Culver case 
the facts were not given any consideration. 
Because War College students do not 
usually fly seemed to be the determining 
factor in the Culver case. 

COURT OF CLAIMS COMMRS. 

UITE a distinguished corps of attorneys 

have been appointed commissioners of 

the United States Court of Claims. Under 
the law passed at the last session of Con- 
gress these commissioners are in effect trial 
judges for the Court of Claims, and it is 
believed that this addition to the court will 
facilitate the adjustment of its claims, 
many of which are from the Services. 

The commissioners are: Maj. John A. 
Elmore; former Representative Israel Fos- 
ter, of Ohio; Judge John N. Lewis, for- 
merly of the Circuit Court of Indiana; 
Benjamin Michou, an attorney of the Dis- 
trict of Columbia; Judge Carl K. Rang, of 
Rockford, Ill.; Judge John W. Sandusky, 
of lowa; and Hon. Richard 8S. Whaley, 
former chairman of the Rent Commission 
of the District of Columbia.

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SUBMITS BRITTEN BILL 
UDGE ADVOCATE GENERAL ED- 
WARD H. CAMPBELL, of the Navy, 

has submitted to the Chief of Naval Op- 
erations, Chief of the Bureau of Naviga- 
tion, and representatives of the Staff Corps 
a draft of the new Britten bill, relative to 
the extension of selection to lower grades, 
and a bill for the equalization of promotion 
in the line and the staff. 

As previously announced in the ARMY 
AND NAVY JOURNAL, the general principles 
of the two bills were agreed to at a cun- 
ference between Chairman Britten, of the 
Personnel Subcommittee of the House Com- 
mittee on Naval Affairs, and the Navy e- 
partment. It is now only a matter of 
reaching an agreement on the exact terms 
of the bill, which it was stated on June 0 
had been accomplished. 


NAVY NURSE CORPS 


PPOINTMENTS.—Frances R. Grinin- 

ger, nurse, U.S.N., to Naval Hospital, 
Washington, D. C.; Stella A. Dolloff, Re 
serve nurse, to Naval Hospital, Chelsea, 
Mass.; and Anna Jensen, nurse, U.S.N.

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HE Director of the Budget seems to be 
at least temporarily checked in his wild 
drive to cut the Budget of the Military 
Establishment, although a final decision 


has not been reached. When questioned 
upon the subject, the President indicated 
that the study being made in the War 


Department might show that no reduction 
could be made in the appropriation for the 
military activities of the War Department. 

The publication of the proposed reduc- 
tion has not been well received in any but 
the pacifist papers of the country. Some 
of the most powerful newspapers that have 
been supporting the President’s economy 
program and favor reductions have come 
out strongly against any further cut in the 
military appropriations. 

PRESIDENT’S STAND QUOTED 

N the last annual report of Secretary 

of War Weeks, President Coolidge is 
quoted as opposed to further reductions in 
the appropriations. The Secretary mak- 
ing a report to the President, after review- 
ing the disastrous effect which the policy 
of economy is having on the National De- 
fense Act, said: 

“In your last message to Congress, De- 
cember 6, 1923, you stated: 

‘‘For several years we have been de- 
creasing the personnel of the Army and 


the Navy, and reducing their power to 
the danger point. Further reductions 


should not be made.’ A 
“IT believe this last sentence is an un- 
derstatement of the necessity of the case. 


The Secretary quotes even a_ stronger 
and broader statement from President 
Harding. In this relation, Secretary 


Weeks says: 

“This is not the road to efficiency. 
Truly, as President Harding wrote in a 
reply to my letter of September 21, 1922: 

“"There are limits in reduction beyond 
which we cannot go, even in the praise- 
worthy cause of economy, without destroy- 
ing the excellent foundation now laid for 
national defense and forfeiting the accrued 
benefits of the World War experience.’ ” 

These quotations are made in connec- 
tion with that part of Secretary Weeks 
report in which he declared that: 

“The fulfillment of these projects would 
require an increase to a statutory strength 
of well over 13,000 officers and 150,000 
men” for the Regular Army. He had out- 
lined the developments that were required 
of the National Guard and the Organized 
Reserves to carry out the entire scheme 
under the amended National Defense Act. 

It is understood that the plan proposed 
by the Director of the Budget would pro- 
vide for the gradual reduction in the 
strength of the National Guard and the 
eventual abolishment of the Organized Re- 


serves. The Reserve Officers’ Training 
Corps and the military training camps 
under the scheme would only be main- 


tained at a strength that would provide 
for Reserves for the Regular Army di- 
visions under the War Department plan. 
The scheme is really a modification of the 
Marsh plan, without the corresponding in- 
crease in the Regular Army. This is what 
is meant by the communication to the 
War Department, asking for a study on a 
plan for a gradual reduction in the Budget 
of its military activities, extending through- 
out a period of three years. 

Even a gesture in this direction has not 
been well received by the press, and it is 
being predicted that if the country becomes 
fully advised that the drastic cut will be 
far beyond “the danger point,” as Presi- 
dent Coolidge expressed it, there would be 
a wide-spread reaction against an economy 
policy carried out along these lines. 

NAVY SELECTION BOARD 

HE Selection Board for the line of the 

Navy held its first meeting on June 1, 
and it is believed will be in session for 
something like two weeks. ‘The instruc- 
tions given to the board recommend the 
following number of officers in the several 
grades for promotion: To rear admiral, 4; 
to captain, 14; and to commander, 32. 
The following additional instructions were 
also issued to the board, with reference to 
the number to be selected. 

“The figures shown relative to the num- 
ber of officers to be recommended for pro- 
motion are subject to change under the 
following conditions: If the board in the 
course of its deliberation should decide 
not to recommend for promotion any eli- 
gible officer (not an additional number in 
grade) who, if not so recommended, will 
retire by reason of becoming ineligible for 
promotion on account of age prior to June 
1, 1926, the board will then recommend 
for promotion to the permanent grade of 
such officer, and to the next lower grade or 
grades, as the case may be, a correspond- 
ingly greater number of officers.” 

As this is explained, should the board 
fail to recommend a captain for promotion, 
who would retire on account of age prior 
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to June 1, 1926, it would then select an- 
other commander, or a total of 33 for pro- 
motion to the grade of captain. This 
would also require a selection of another 
lieutenant commander for promotion to fill 
the vacancy in the grade of commander. 

This last paragraph of instruction may 
increase the number of officers who are 
selected for promotion by the board. It 
also complicates the situation and will pro- 
long the work of the board. 

THE NOCE CASE 

HE Supreme Court did not reach the 

ease of Capt. Daniel Noce, U.S.A., as 
was expected. If the decision is not 
handed down on June 8, it will be laid 
over until the next session of the court. 

The court on June 1 handed down opin- 
ions only on 11 cases, which was about 
one-fourth of the work that it did on the 
previous decision day. It had a long ses- 
sion, but the opinions were of such a char- 
acter that they consumed all the court's 
time. It is thought that it is only a mat- 
ter of being able to reach the Noce ease, as 
it is believed that the court has already 
reached a decision. 

ASSIGNMENT OF GENERAL KING 
HE assignment of Brig. Gen. Campbell 
King to duty as Assistant Chief of Staff, 

G-1, by inference fixes the status of Brig. 
Gen. William R. Smith, who has also been 
ordered to report to the Chief of Staff. 
General Smith, when he is relieved from 
Ft. Leavenworth, will then be assigned to 
the War Plans Division of the General 
Staff. General King does not report for 
his duties in the War Department until 
August 1. 

CLAIMS OF THE AIR FORCE 
SHAT at least appears to be a failure 
of the air forces of France and Spain 

in the Moroccan campaign is coming at a 
very unfortunate time, when this country 
appears to be aroused to the importance. 
of developing an adequate air force both 
for the Army and for the Navy. This, it 
stated, is due to extravagant claims for 
an air foree, which against a_ well-dis- 
ciplined and organized army, it is argued, 
ean never be realized. Even those who did 
not agree with all that the air partisans 
claimed for that branch, realized that they 
were doing a good work in arousing the 
country to its importance. It is a ques- 
tion as to whether the Navy could have 
adopted its new air policy without a pro- 
test from the country if it had not been 
for the aggressive campaign that was con- 
ducted by General Mitchell and his sup- 
porters. 

The danger now is that there will be 
reaction, and that the Army and Navy 
will be unable to secure the necessary ap- 
propriations to develop their air forces. 
Some of the papers that were crying out 
against any expenditures on battleships 
when the air campaign was at its height 
are now questioning the advisability of 
spending any money on aviation. The 
Washington Post is typical of this type of 
paper. The Post is very close to the ad- 
ministration, and it is thought that it was 
rather reflecting the attitude of the White 
House. 

In the course of an editorial headed 
“Has Air Force Failed?” it says: 

“The assertion has been made by cham- 
pions of air force that there is no method 
of coping with air warfare except by the 
use of air force. These champions hold 
that forts, camps, communications, and 
even battleships are helpless against air 
attack unless they are defended by air 
forces. But in the Riff there are no air 
forces capable of meeting the French air 
forces. The forts, camps, communications, 
villages and towns are all open to attack 
from the air. 

“Where is the rain of death that was to 
be poured down by air fleets upon enemies 
unprovided with defending air forces? 
Where are the devastating bombs, the 
clouds of asphyxiating gas, the unquench- 
able fires and the hail of machine-gun bul- 
lets that were to annihilate land armies 
and all living things?’ 

In conclusion, the Post declares: 

“Americans who are studying the ques- 
tion of national defense through the agency 
of air warfare have a fruitful field for 
inquiry in the Moroccan campaign. The 
people of this country should be enlight- 
ened on this subject before Congress con- 
venes, for if the apparent failure of air 
force to do its work in Morocco should 
not be satisfactorily explained, large ap- 
propriations for the development of air 
force in the United States will be strenu- 
ously opposed.” 

What is needed now to save the situa- 
tion is for the Army and Navy to unite 
on an adequate program and prevent a 
reaction which might result in the failure 
to develop aviation for the Army and Navy 
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that are required by the progress of this 
arm. 
THE ROCKWOOD CASE 

Not only will the attorneys in the Rock- 

wood case ask for u retrial before the 
Court of Claims, but they will also apply 
to the Supreme Court for a writ of cer- 
tiorari. This decision was taken by Ansell 
and Bailey without hesitation after the 
reading of the opinion of Judge Hay, an 
account of which is given in another 
column. 

In its opinion not a case was cited by 
the court in support of the decision. It 
is doubtful whether there is any decision 
handed down recently on such an im- 
portant case in which some authority has 
not been cited as the grounds upon which 
the court reached its conclusion. Atten- 
tion is called to the striking similarity in 
the logic, and even in the language of the 
decision in the Rockwood case by the Court 
of Claims, to the decision of the Comp- 
troller General on the same subject. 

It is recognized that the upper court 
is not inclinedeto grant writs of certiorari, 
but the attorneys are of the opinion that 
there are so many inconsistencies in this 
decision that they will be able to secure 
a review by the Supreme Court. The 
court in its opinion takes the position, like 
the Comptroller General, that while Major 
Rockwood draws the pay of the third 
period, he is not in this period. It bases 
it on the ground that he was placed in the 
fourth period by Section 16 of the Joint 
Service Pay Act instead of Section 1. 

THE CLIFFORD-JONES CASE 

LTHOUGH the Bureau of Internal 

Revenue has recommended the appeal 
of the Clifford-Jones case from the Court 
of Claims, involving the question as to 
whether allowances for quarters should be 
included in the income of officers of the 
Service, the Solicitor General has not 
taken any action. As a matter of fact, 
there is vacancy in the office of the Solici- 
tor General, and it is possible that the Act- 
ing Solicitor General hesitates to commit 
the policy of the Department on such an 
important case. 

That the Internal Revenue Bureau, 
which collects income taxes, would recom- 


mend an appeal was assured from the 
beginning. The policy of including these 


allowances in the income tax of officers 
originated in the bureau. The authorities 
in the bureau would not have fixed the 
income of officers on this basis, if they 
a on been of the opinion that it was 
egal. 

While the Solicitor General usually ac- 
cepts the recommendations of the income 
tax authorities, there is so much involved 
in the Clifford-Jones case, and such a big 
point of law has been raised, that the at- 
torneys in the Department of Justice are 
looking into the matter carefully, and will 
not take any action until they have in 
effect tried the case in the Department of 
Justice. 

RETIREMENT OF U.S.M.C. COLONELS 
N advance opinion has been asked of 
the Comptroller General upon the con- 

struction of that part of the Marine Corps 
Personnel Act which refers to the retire- 
ment of colonels who are not: placed upon 
the eligible list for General Officers. The 
literal interpretation as explained in the 
opinion of General Ansell in the Legal De- 
partment of the ARMy AND Navy Jour- 
NAL of May 30, would give these colonels 
only 2% per cent of their pay at the time 
of retirement. 

The authorities at the headquarters of 
the Marine Corps take the view that is 
expressed in General Ansell’s opinion, that 
the courts would construe the law as 
meaning 2% per cent for the number of 
years service. If the Comptroller General 
always followed the decisions of the court, 
and did not assume that he is beyond the 
the control of the courts and the Depart- 
ment of Justice, the Marine Corps would 
proceed with the administration of the 
law without referring to the Comptroller 
General. However, such an uncertain con- 
dition prevails in the Comptroller Gen- 
eral’s Office and such freak decisions are 
frequently rendered, that the authorities in 
the Marine Corps do not feel justified in 
proceeding without some advices in ad- 
vance from the Comptroller General. 

If the Comptroller General should give 
the same construction to the law as Gen- 
eral Ansell does, instead of the literal 
meaning, a Board of General Officers, to 
prepare an eligible list of colonels for 
brigadier generals, will be appointed im- 
mediately. Otherwise, the Secretary of 
the Navy and the Marine Corps Headquar- 
ters will be called on to meet a very per- 
plexing situation in administering the law. 
It is possible that the selection of an 
eligible list will be postponed until Con- 
gress has an opportunity to correct this 
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apparent typographical error in the law. 
How the error occurred no one has been 
able to explain, excepting that a part of 
the sentence dropped out of the type in 
making up the form for the official copies 
of the act at the printing office. 

NAVAL HOUSE COMMITTEE TRIP 

F a special significance is the trip of 

the members of the House Committee 
on Naval Affairs to the Pacific coast on 
the U.S.S. Henderson. Accompanied by 
Rear Adm. L. E. Gregory, U.S.N., Chief 
of the Bureau of Yards and Docks, the 
party left Washington June 5, and before 
their return will inspect the naval sta- 
tions at Pearl Harbor, Hawaii, and on 
the west coast of the United States. 

While the committee is visiting the 
naval stations, the Secretary.of the Navy 
will continue his reading of the testimony 
before the House Committee upon the Ala- 
meda-Mare Island controversy. The Sec- 
retary has stated that he intends to make 
some recommendations on the San Fran- 
cisco Bay situation, and will take into 
consideration other locations at the same 
time that he is studying the situation at 
Mare Island and Alameda. 

This is not the first time that congres- 
sional committees have visited the Pacific 
coast bases. There was a joint congres- 
sional committee which conducted hearings 
at the various sites for bases and yards, 
and made recommendations for a system 
of bases on the Pacific coast. This com- 
mittee selected Alameda and a number of 
other bases, but Congress rejected Ala- 
meda when it came up as an amendment 
to the naval appropriation bill, while it 
approved the other sites although very lit- 
tle appropriations have been made for 
them. 

It has been claimed that the maneuvers 
have brought out the importance of estab- 
lishing a better system of naval bases on 
the Pacific. The Honolulu harbor was 
found to be inadequate, and it is stated 
that there may be sume reference to the 
general situation in the islands as to naval 
bases in reports on the maneuvers. The 
fact that the committee went without any 
announcements indicates that it intends to 
conduct its investigations quietly in view 
of recommending some legislation. 

ADVANCED BASE, U.S.M.C. 


THE question as to whether the advanced 
base force of the Marine Corps, sta- 
tioned at Quantico, will conduct field ex- 
ercises late this Summer or early in the 
Fall, as it has for a number of years, is 
still undecided. As previously stated in 
these columns, some of the high ranking 
officers of the corps are of the opinion that 
the part that the Marines took in the Ha- 
waiian maneuvers is sufficient field service 
for this year. 

In some quarters it is insisted that the 
work of the Marines in connection with 
the Fleet is of more real value to the corps 
than the field exercises which have been 
held for the past few years. It is admit- 
ted, of course, that field exercises are nec- 
essary in order to familiarize the Marines 
for operations ashore as an indepéndent 
body when an emergency demands, like 
that in France during the World War. 
At the same time, it is argued, the Ma- 
rine Corps’ chief function is acting with 
the Navy, and in War its main duty would 
be that of establishing an advanced base 
or preparing a landing for the Fleet. 
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343D ENGINEER RESERVES 
WILL HOLD UNIT CAMPS 


THE unit training camp to be held from 
August 16 to 30, 1925, by the 343d En- 
gineers, Col. John Stewart commanding, 
an Organized Reserve regiment with head- 
quarters at Washington, D. C., is believed 
to be one of the first of its kind ever held 
by a regiment belonging to one of the 
junior components of the Army of the 
United States. According to the preset 
plans, the regiment will be engaged in 
maneuvers over the Civil War battlefields 
such as Fredericksburg, Chancellorsville, 
Culpeper, Warrenton and Bull Run. It 
isvestimated that from 70 to 90 Reserve 
officers will participate in these war games, 
in addition to the regimental band, com- 
posed of 29 pieces, and a number of non- 
commissioned officers. Capt. BE. S. J. Ir- 
vine, C.E., is executive officer of this 
regiment. 

Mobilization will be completed on Au- 
gust 16 and on the next day the regiment 
will move out to Humphries, Va. Fred- 
ericksburg, Va., will be reached on the sec- 
ond day, where a four days’ stay will be 
made, during which time a study will be 
made of the battles of Fredericksburg. 
Problems having to do with stream cross- 
ings, organization of the ground and tac- 
ties will also be taken up. 

The next two days will be spent at 
Chaneellorsville, where the regiment will 
camp on the site of General Hooker's 
headquarters. At Culpeper, the next stop, 
plans are being formulated to hold the 
social event of the trip. A band concert 
and dance will be held here, and a number 
of the officers’ wives are planning to come 
down from Washington. 

The next march will be made to War- 
renton, and from here, after one day's 
stay, the regiment will move on to Cen- 
terville, where for two days a study of the 
two battles of Bull Run will be made. 

The general plan of instruction is for the 
officers to start out in the morning with 
a field problem, the trucks and camping 
equipment to be sent on ahead for the 
purpose of establishing camp. Upon the 
completion of the field problem the officers 
will come to camp in reconnaissance cars, 
These field problems will involve the gen- 
eral duties of Engineer troops, such as 
bridge construction and repair, trench lay- 
out, road construction, stream crossings, 
and general tactics. Messing arrangements 
will be handled by a detachment of the 
29th Engineers, of the Regular Army. 

At the end of each problem a critique 
will be held. and though it has not yet 
been definitely decided, it is believed that 
a general critique involving the maneuvers 
as a whole will be held upon the return of 
the regiment at Ft. Humphreys on Au- 
gust 28. Members of the regiment will 
return to their homes on August 

This being one of the first Reserve or- 
ganizations to hold a unit training camp, 
Reserve officers as well as Regular Army 
officers on duty in Washington are evine- 
ing great interest in the approaching 
camp, and if the discussion now going on 
in Reserve circles is any criterion, regi- 
mental units of the other arms will hold 
similar maneuvers next year.

HE troops of the Texas National Guard 

that turned out so promptly to aid 
Mr. Schuyler Marshall, sheriff of Dallas 
County, in preserving order at Dallas, af- 
ter an ineffective attack on the jail May 
21 by a mob to rescue some prisoners, were 
from the 144th Infantry. 

The sheriff, under the state statutes, 
ealled Maj. Earl Z. Crowdus, commanding 
officer 2d Bn. Hdq. Co., 144th Inf., and 
Co. G, 144th Inf., Dallas, Tex., commanded 
by Capt. Roy Stanley, with his first lieu- 
tenant, Zachariah E. Coombs, and his seec- 
ond lieutenant, James D. May, Jr., to- 
gether with 40 men, to aid him in the de- 
fense of the county jail against mob vio- 
lence. Shortly after this notification Major 
Crowdus notified the A.G.O. that he was 
on duty at the Dallas County jail with 
8 officers and 40 men of Co. G, 144th Inf. 
Since the appearance of the National 
Guard there was no further effort to storm 
the jail.

33D DIVISION 


AJ. GEN. MILTON J. FOREMAN, 

commanding the 33d Division and at- 
tached troops, returned to Chicago the lat- 
ter part of May after a four months’ tour 
of the world. During the course of an 
interview he characterized the talk of war 
with Japan as “piffle.” 

The General was met at the railroad 
station by a mounted escort from the 122d 
Field Artillery, all brigade, regimental and 
separate battalion commanders, and all 
members of the staff of the 33d Division. 
During the absence of Major General Fore- 
man, Brig. Gen. Abel Davis commanded 
the division and attached troops. 


GREAT deal of interest has been devel- 

oped by General Orders promulgated 
by General Foreman, as instructions cov- 
ering various forms of training for the 
year are given in considerable detail. A 
very thorough instruction course is pro- 
vided for small-arms firing, which includes 
both indoor and range practice, and pro- 
vision is made for careful .recording of 
results. On the basis of recorded scores, 
suitable awards are to be made, including 
insignia, regimental and state trophies. 
Range practice for automatic rifles, ma- 
chine guns, light mortars and one-pounders 
will take place at Camp Grant during the 
annual field training period, August 15 
to 29. 


HE Annual State Small Arms Competi- 

tion is to be held at Camp Logan on 
August 2, which is open to competitors 
composed of regimental and _ battalion 
teams. Per-diem allowances have been au- 
thorized by the Adjutant General for all 
range officials; in addition, all members of 
teams will be allowed subsistence en route 
to and from the place of competition. 
The State Regimental Team Championship 
is to be determined by this competition, 
and will be awarded to the regiment or 
battalion team having the highest aggre- 
gate score. The 15 men making the high- 
est total individual scores will receive 
state individual championship decorations 


for 1925, 


THE National Competition, comprising 
the School of Fire, National Team 
Match and National Individual Match, will 
be held at Camp Perry, Ohio, in the fall. 
Capt. Myron G. Browne, Inf., D.O.L., in- 
structor 131st Infantry, is to be state 
team coach. Maj. Charles H. Davis, 132d 
Infantry, will be state team captain. 


(j ENERAL ORDER NO. 3 outlines the 
program of field training for 1925. 
The entire division, less the 202d Antiair- 
eraft Artillery, will train at Camp Grant 
from August 11 to 29. The Antiaireraft 
Artillery will receive training at Camp 
Sparta, Wis. 

This year particular attention is to be 
given to the development of troop leader- 
ship and practical combat training of all 
units up to and including the company 
or similar organization; the tactical de- 
velopment of field and staff officers by 
means of terrain exercises; to maintain 
the high standard of administrative team- 
work, discipline and morale which brought 
forth commendation from General Persh- 
ing when he inspected the 33d Division 
and Attached Troops during the 1924 train- 
ing period. Allocation of dates has been 
made for specialized training, and all unit 
commanders have prepared detailed sched- 
ules for their respective organizations. 
The present program provides for review 
by Governor Small on August 28, to be 
followed by a field inspection of all or- 
ganizations. 


NITS of the 122d and 124th Field Ar- 

tillery and the 202d Antiaireraft Artil- 
lery and the 33d Tank Company partici- 
pated in the m'litary tournament held at 
the stadium i: Grant Park, Chicago, in 
May. The efi eney displayed in maneu- 
vers indicates |oth that they are receiv- 
ing splendid training and are properly ab- 
sorbing it. A _ selected battery of field 
artillery, composed of details from both 
regiments, went through certain formations 
previously given by B Battery, of the 14th 
Field Artillery. B Battery’s drill was 
well nigh perfect, and it required the 
closest inspection to detect that it had 
anything “on” the composite battery of 
the division. 


44TH DIVISION 


DESPITE the disgraceful efforts of a 
few irrational opponents of the Irish 
Free State to cause serious trouble at the 
review of the 165th Infantry, N.Y.N.G. 
(old 69th), by Gen. Owen O'Duffy, chief 
commissioner, Irish Civic Guards, of the 


Irish Free State, at the armory on June 1, 
the event passed off pleasantly and to the 
high credit of the regiment. 

Col. John J. Phalen, commanding the 
165th like a skilled strategist, anticipating 
an attempt by the enemies of the Irish 
Free State to make an attack, was fully 
prepared to meet it. He had 100 husky 
men detailed as military police, together 
with a number of detectives. 

When some of the disturbing element in 
the galleries, mostly women, began to hiss 
and to throw eggs, none too fresh, at Gen- 
eral O'Duffy, they were promptly pulled 
out of their seats, taken from the building 
and off the block on which the armory is 
located. This firm action ended the 
trouble. General O'Duffy was not dis- 
turbed in the least at the egg throwing and 
uncomplimentary remarks, and only smiled 
at the attackers. 

Threats had previously been made to 
Colonel Phalen that unless he called off 
the review there would be trouble. The 
colonel, however, was not worried in the 
slightest by the threats, and plainly dem- 
onstrated that the 165th Infantry “is not 
going to be ruled and made sport of as a 
military organization by a few fanatics 
who have no respect for law and order and 
who are devoid of even common courtesy 
to a notable guest,” writes an officer. Six 
months in jail for disturbers is advocated 
as none too severe a sentence for those 
inciting to riot.

65TH CAVALRY DIVISION 


ESPITE the handicap of unfavorable 

weather conditions, the military show 
held in the stadium at Grant Park, Chi- 
cago, in May proved highly successful. 
The good attendance further demonstrated 
that people of the 6th Corps Area are 
genuinely interested in the proper develop- 
ment of national defense, and it justified 
personal interest taken in the tournament 
by Maj. Gen. Harry C. Hale, commanding 
the Gth Corps Area. Directly in charge 
of the show was the 65th Cavalry Division, 
under the authority of General Hale. 
Among the Reserve officers who worked 
unceasingly to make the affair a success 
were Lt. Col. John G. Winter, U.S.A., 
Col. T. A. Siqueland, Cav-Res; Capt. C.

While the roar of 
motors was very noticeable, the messages 
came through with sufficient clearness and 
distinctness to be plainly heard by the 
thousands in the grandstands. It was a 
most convincing demonstration of the re- 
cent claims made that troops on the ground 
ean talk to aviators, have them carry out 
additional instructions desired, and be im- 
mediately posted on observations from the 
air.

CHAPLAINS’ CORPS 





HE following is a brief description of 

the memorial tablet erected by chap- 
lains of the Regular Army, National Guard 
and Officers’ Reserve Corps and chaplains 
of the World War and other patriotic citi- 
zens to the memory of the 23 chaplains of 
the U. S. Army who gave their lives dur- 
ing the World War April 6, 1917, to 
November 11, 1918. 

The tablet is of bronze of the following 
dimensions: Height, 39 inches; width 26 
inches. It is to be firmly set into a granite 
boulder located at some chosen spot in 
Arlington National Cemetery. 

The apex of the tablet is in the form of 
an arch ef 14 inches span resting on a 
horizontal base extending 6 inches to right 
and left of the arch. An acanthus drape 
is superimposed upon each of the sides of 
the arch at the points where the feet of 
the arch rest upon the horizontal. 

Below the arch is placed a Latin cross 
with arms 1% inches, superimposed upon 
which is a shield 5 inches by 544 inches in 
dimension bearing 13 stars and 13 stripes 
and with apex 3 inches below the top of 
cross and obscuring the foot of the same. 
Cross and shield are set within a wreath 
of laurel (left) and oak (right), which in 


turn rests upon twin palm branches ex- 
tending from the center horizontally to 


right and left with slight droop or arch 
effect. 

Below the palm branches appears, in 
plain block type, the following sentence: 
“These chaplains of the U. S. Army gave 
their lives in the World War, April 6, 
1917-November 11, 1918.” 

Immediately following this sentence 
stand the names of the 23 chaplains com- 
memorated, as follows: Albert D. Bell, 
John C. Boone, John C. Breden, Thomas

Below the names are the following quo- 
tations, the first from the 15th chapter and 
the 13th verse of the Gospel by St. John 
and the latter from the pen of Dr. John 
McCrae, surgeon to the Royal Canadian 
Forces: 

“Greater love hath no man than this, 
that a man lay down his life for his 
friends.” “To you from falling hands we 
throw the torch—be yours to hold it high.” 

To right and left, respectively, of the 
columns of names stand two torches upon 
pedestals which rest upon the ends of the 
ledge base of the tablet. 

Underneath the horizontal base of the 
tablet, with wings extended, is a_ semi- 
conventionalized eagle, which figuratively 
bears up the entire tablet. 


Ce: JOHN T. AXTON, Chief of Chap- 
lains, spent two strenuous days, May 
21 and 22, at the posts of San Antonio.

THE ADJUTANT GENERAL

NAVY IS VICTOR OVER ARMY IN 
LACROSSE, TRACK AND BASEBALL 





AINING an intercollegiate title by de- 
feating Army 3 to 2 in lacrosse, Navy 
won all three contests with the Cadets 
in the annual Spring clash by scoring a 
2% to 62% victory over them in track 
and inflicting a 13 to 7 lacing in baseball. 
The lacrosse game, which was fought 
at Annapolis on May 30, decided the in- 
tercollegiate lacrosse title as the Army and 
Navy were the only unbeaten twelves at 
the time of their meeting. 

In track, which was run off at West 
Point on May 30, the results of the con- 
test were in doubt until almost the last 
event. The baseball contest at West Point, 
which was postponed from May 30 to June 
1, due to a shower, was close until the 
seventh inning, when the Navy batsmen 
went on a hitting spree and scored four 
runs. In the ninth the Navy sewed up 
the game by garnering five more tallies off 
the hard-hit Army pitchers. It was the 
eleventh straight defeat for the Cadet nine. 

The lacrosse game was a great exhibi- 
tion of speed, stamina and lacrosse skill, 
and the Navy won through a slightly bet- 
ter punch in the first half, which resulted 
2to1. In the second half, after the Navy 
had scored again after seven minutes of 
play, the Army lads forced the fighting, 
scored five minutes later, and had the Mid- 
shipmen struggling desperately to the end 
to ward off a tying point. 

The game was as fierce and, at the same 
time, as skillful an exhibition as has ever 
been presented by college teams. The 
players were animated by the intense riv- 
alry always existing between Service teams, 
and also the knowledge that the winner 
would be the undisputed college leader. 

The Navy scored first, 15 minutes after 
play began, Hull's shot being stopped, but 
the thrower regained the ball and tossed 
it through the poles. Wilson scored on 
a similar play eight minutes later, and 
four minutes before the end of the half 
Billings made one of his brilliant dodg- 
ing runs and slammed the ball through for 
the greatest play of the game. 

Seven minutes after the second session 
began, Billings picked the ball up while 
a fierce melee was going on in front of 
the Army goal, and drove the ball along 
Horner's side. 

The Navy looked fairly assured of vic- 
tory at this point, but the unconquerable 
spirit of the Army team refused to admit 
defeat. Westphalinger made a great run 
down field and tipped the ball to Prud- 
homme, who scored, the time being 13 
minutes. 

From this point to the end of the game 
the Army seemed to have a slight ad- 
vantage, and several times the Navy crowd 
was on edge, expecting to see a terrific 
slam by an Army player result in a goal. 
The trys were all checked, however, by the 
alert and skillful work of Gazze, the Navy 
goal, whose performances during the after- 
noon marked him as a wonderful player 
in the position. 

Time after time an onslaught was made 
for the Navy goal, but most of the efforts 
were overcome by the Navy defense. 

During the last 15 minutes, though the 
Navy frequently got the ball in Army’s 
territory, it seemed to have lost its scoring 
knack, and on only a few occasions was a 
serious shot made for the Army goal, Hor- 
ner easily taking care of the balls which 
came his way. 

While both teams were coached and 
trained to the minute and exhibited la- 
crosse of the highest order, the high stand- 
ard which had been reached was exhibited 
rather in the defense than in the attack, 
for the defensive system had been devel- 
oped by both teams to so high a degree 
that the player with the ball was almost 
always covered, so that clean series of 
passes were almost impossible. 

Never in the history of the sport here, 
and there have been some fierce and won- 
derful games, had anything like the desper- 
ation of the struggle today been seen, and 
it will be passed down in lacrosse tradition 
as a standard by which all other games 
will be judged.

HE track meet was a hard-fought one, 

although Navy led by seven points when 
the men lined up for the final event, the 
half-mile, and only needed as good as sec- 
ond in that event to make it a tie. The 
Cadets fell quite some short, gaining sec- 
ond place only, and the meet ended with 
the score, Navy 721%, Army 62%. The 
track meet brought out a fair crowd and, 
like all Service games, was closely con- 
tested from the start. 

There were no unusual performances in 
the time and distances registered, but two 
local records were shattered. Cadet Gil- 
breth took the quarter-mile event in 50 
seconds, establishing a new Academy rec- 
ord, and Cadet Hewit won the hammer 
throw with a new recorded distance of 149 
feet 7% inches. Army led for 10 events 
as the results were announced, and there- 
after Navy went into the lead, which it 
maintained to the end. 

Of the 15 events, Navy won 8 victories, 
7 second places and 11% thirds. Army 
won 7 victories, 8 second places and 3% 
thirds. There were no outstanding men 
on either team. Newman and Calhoun 
each ran cleverly in the one and two mile 
events, the former after a season of illness. 
Newman was captain of the Army team. 

Hammond, the Navy leader, who has 
also been handicapped by illness during 
the season, ran a fine race in the half mile 
which he won, deciding the meet in his 
team’s favor. The Navy captain was third 
in the 440-yard event. A good-sized holi- 
day crowd witnessed the events.

THE Quartermaster Winter Plattsburg 
School of Instruction for Reserve Of- 
ficers, U. S. Army, at Omaha, Nebr., ter- 
minated its labors for the winter season 
by a dinner-dance at the Hotel Alpine 
dining room, Thursday evening, May 7. 
Capt. Geo. H. Harrell, Q.M., U.S.A., pre- 
sided, and in a brief address, gave a con- 
densed synopsis of the work accomplished 
by the class. 

Thirteen meetings were held; 25 stu- 
dents enrolled; lessons and problems sub- 
mitted to each student, 15; total number 
of solutions returned by students, 178; 
of which 128 were above average, 42 av- 
erage, and only eight below average. 

Brief addresses were made by a number 
of the Reserve officers present, evincing 
that the efforts of the Quartermaster 
Corps in extending the right hand of fel- 
lowship to its Reserve officers and aiding 
ther in their efforts to become efficient 
and useful officers were duly appreciated. 

The prevailing sentiment clearly indi- 
eated that this laudable movement should 
be continued, and the work so auspiciously 
begun, carried out on the same lines as 
those used in producing the satisfactory 
results so far obtained. The class was 
organized October 23, 1924, by Lt. Col. 
Alvin K. Baskette, Corps Area Quartermas- 
ter, and terminated April 16, 1925. 


CHANGE in Army Regulations 140-5, 
War Department, relating to classes of 
Reserve officers, has been made, as follows: 


5. Classes of Reserve officers.—While the duties 
to be performed by Reserve officers require 
widely different qualifications, the two general 
classes are as follows: 

(a) Officers for service with troops.—This 
class includes all officers directly concerned with 
the tactical handling of combat troops. As there 
is no vocation in civil life that fully fits any 
individual for this kind of duty, officers ap- 
pointed for this class of service must be qualified 
by military training and experience. They must 
also be prepared, after appointment, to devote a 
reasonable amount of time to military instruc- 
tion and preparation for combat duty and to 
the performance of the peace-time duties per- 
taining to the organizations to which they may 
be assigned. 

All officers of Infantry, Cavalry, Field Artil- 
lery, and Coast Artillery are in this class. Offi- 
cers of other branches of the Service are in this 
class only in case of appointment for duty di- 
rectly concerned with the tactical handling of 
combat troops. For officers of this class military 
knowledge, leadership, tactical ability and physi- 
cal endurance are necessary in addition to the 
qualities of moral fitness and general education 
required for all officers. 

It is not to be expected that new appointees 
will be wholly proficient in all the military de- 
tails of their offices. The standard for initial 
appointment is that the appointee should have 
the requisite basic qualifications prescribed by 
the War Department and sufficient ability to 
perfect himself in the duties of the grade and 
branch of the Service to which appointed. In 
his subsequent service with his organization and 
during the periods of active duty for training 
his progress will be verified, as well as his 
probable qualification for promotion.

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MEMORIAL DAY, 1925 


EMORIAL DAY of 1925 throughout 

the length and breadth of the United 
States, as well as in its foreign posses- 
sions, was becomingly celebrated with pa- 
rades and memorial services perhaps on a 
larger scale than ever before, in honor of 
the soldier and sailor dead of the Nation. 
In the various parades the Regular forces, 
their components, C.M.T.C., veterans of 
the Civil, Spanish-American, and World 
Wars, military societies and patriotic so- 
cieties took part. 

Of the old Grand Army of the Repub- 
lic, the noticeable thinning of the ranks 
was pathetic. Here and there would he 
seen but one old veteran marching along, 
the sole representative of a once large 
organization. Many of the former posts 
had no veterans representing them, as they 
had all passed away. 

Some idea of the inroads of death in the 
ranks of the G.A.R. may be had from the 
fact that in the great district of New York 
County there are now but 525 veterans 
of the Civil War on the rolls. Among the 
60,000 paraders in New York City, there 
were less than 200 of the Grand Army of 
the Republic in the column. 

Some of the speakers in paying a trib- 
ute to those who had made the supreme 
sacrifice, very consistently made a_ plea 
that the patriotic dead could best be hon- 
ored by caring properly for such of the 
living members of their families as might 
be in dire need of help, and also the 
maimed and suffering veterans who survive. 

One of the best pleas along these lines 
made in Memorial Day speeches was that 
by Colonel D’Orsay, of the American Le- 
gion, who urged proper care for the 35,000 
orphans of World War Veterans. He told 
of the work the Legion was doing in find- 
ing homes for many of the children, and 
also of hospital care provided for many of 
the unfortunate orphans. He praised the 
help received from the Red Cross and 
other organizations by the Legion in aid- 
ing the orphans and the disabled veterans, 
in and out of the hospitals. 

A more charitable, consistent and last- 
ing memorial than that advocated by 
Colonel D'Orsay and some other speakers 
could not be devised. We can build costly 
stone monuments, beautiful to the eye, in 
memory of the dead, but can the memory 
of the dead be better honored than by 
building some suitable monuments in the 
Shape of homes for the orphans of vet- 
erans, their widows, and mothers and 
fathers in need, and the disabled veterans 
themselves? Would not the dead, if they 
could speak, prefer such a monument in 
their honor, than limiting all memorials to 
mere stone? ; 





FOREIGN MILITARY 
AND NAVAL NEWS 


GREAT BRITAIN 

HE eleventh German destroyer, S. 65, 

was successfully raised from Scapa 
Flow by Cox & Danks, Ltd., of London, 
on May 16, 1925. Floating docks were 
moored over the wrecks on the afternoon 
of May 12, and the destroyer was lifted 
in the record time of four days. The pre- 
vious destroyer was raised on May 1. 


R. COBHAM, the British aviator, in 
speaking recently in London on his 
recent 17,000-mile flight, said that the re- 
sult of the flight over the Syrian desert 
went to show that the journey from Eng- 
land to Bagdad could be done by airship 
and airplane in three days—two days by 
airship to Egypt, and then one day from 
Egypt to Bagdad by airplane. The whole 
flight to Burma and back was an endeavor 
to prove the simplicity and practicability 
of flight. When they got back to Eng- 
land they were overwhelmed with congrat- 
ulations on a safe return. Why there 
should be any remark about “safe” he did 
not know. The flight was no more dan- 
gerous than a railway journey. 
IRISH FREE STATE 
OMEFE interesting facts are being brought 
to light by the Free State Commission 
which is enquiring into conditions in the 
Gaeltacht (the Irish-speaking districts) 
and is sitting in Dublin at present, says 
the Dublin correspondent of the London 
Times recently. Colonel O'Connor, of the 
Free State Army, told the commission that 
although the Irish-speaking battalion of 
the army ought to consist of 500 officers 
and men, its actual strength was only 196. 
Instead of 20 officers, only 9 were serving. 
Colonel O'Connor declared that there was 
a certain amount of prejudice against the 
Irish language among army officers of high 
rank, and that a number of men concealed 
the fact that they were native speakers 
lest they should be transferred to the Lrish- 
sperking battalion. 

This unit is composed exclusively of na- 
tive speakers, who are forbidden to speak 
English in barracks. It was founded by 
General Muleahy, who now is chairman 
of the Gaeltacht Commission, and his 
original intention was that it should be- 
come the corps delite of the army. 

FRANCE 

URING the recent French aerial expe- 
dition to Gao, two of the machines 
were equipped with an apparatus called a 
Navigraph by the inventor, Chief Engineer 
Laubeuf. Three stages of the journey 
were, it is said, made solely with the Navi- 
graph. The first 1,200 miles was over the 
Mediterranean from <Aleazaros to Oran, 
where the machines landed only a mile and 
a half from the desired place. The see- 
ond, 200 miles, was over the Sahara, with- 
out a single landmark to guide the pilots. 
In this case the error was only half a mile. 
The third stage, also over the Sahara, from 
Tessalit to the Niger, was completed with 
an error of only two and a half miles, 
with a wind blowing at the rate of 25 
miles an hour. Had the aeroplanes been 
steered solely by compass the deviation 
might, it is said, have amounted in some 

cases to 40 miles, 

JAPAN 

TOKYO cable dispatch announces the 
completion of a new submarine, I. 53, 
the largest that has been built so far for 
the Japanese Navy. Her displacement is 
given as 1,700 tons, and she has a cruising 
endurance sufficient for a voyage across 
the Pacific and back. In the British offi- 
cial return of fleets, published recently, 
the I. 53 was bracketed with seven other 
Japanese submarines all above 1,000 tons 
as being under construction. In addition 
to these, four submarines of less than 1,000 
tons were shown as building, and 16 oth- 
and authorized. Until 


ers as projected 

the completion of the I. 53 the largest 
Japanese boat in service was the I. 51, 
laid down in 1921 and completed last 
year. She displaces 1,500 tons and has 


engines of 6,000 horsepower, which should 
be equivalent to a speed of 21 knots. The 
armament of the large Japanese submarines 
has yet to be disclosed, says the Engineer 
of London, but it is known that certain 
boats of the latest construction are to 
mount guns of 5.5-inch caliber. According 
to the British return, the Japanese sub- 
marine flotilla will eventually have a 
strength of 79 boats. The same authority 
states that I. 53 was begun in 1924, so 
that she has apparently been built in little 
more than 12 months. This is a very strik- 
ing performance, having regard to her large 
dimensions. In size, however, she is ex- 


ceeded by the British X. 1, which is 1.080 
tons heavier, and also by the boats of the 
“K” class, though she is slightly larger 
than the “M” elass submarine monitors, 
which mount a 12-inch gun.

ADMIRAL FISKE’S CRITICISM 


To Tue Eprror: 

HE criticism by Admiral Bradley A. 

Fiske, U.S.N., of Secretary of the Navy 
Daniels, for his alleged pacifist action dur- 
ing the World War, which appeared in 
your issue of May 16, I think, is well de- 
served, and I do not believe the story of 
his pacifist ideas have half been told. 

We have only to go back to the interest- 
ing and candid articles of Capt. K. 
Taussig, U.S.N., who was commanding 
the United States Destroyer Division, sent 
to British waters during the World War, 
to learn of the utter lack of preparation 
that existed in the Navy Department 
through the apparent inability of Mr. Dan- 
iels to grasp the situation. In these arti- 
cles, which appeared in the United States 
Naval Institute Proceedings, some idea of 
the perception of Mr. Daniels may be had 
from the following: 

“From London, Rear Admiral Sims was 
making urgent appeals to send across im- 
mediately all the available destroyers and 
small craft. These appeals were not 
heeded. This was undoubtedly because the 
Navy Department had made no plans for 
employing our ships offensively, the atti- 
tude in Washington being an entirely de- 
fensive one. 

“At a conference, which included Rear 
Admiral Browning of the British Navy, 
and Rear Admiral Grosset of the French 
Navy, and also Admiral Benson, Secretary 
Daniels, and members of the General 
Board, United States Navy (Mr. Daniels 
presiding), the question of the defense of 
our own battleships by an adequate num- 
ber of destroyers seems to have been one 
of the chief issues. 

“Finally, Admiral Browning stated that 
while -he recognized it was necessary that 
an adequate number of destroyers should 
be kept with the battleships, still he hoped 
that the United States would see its way 
clear at least to show its flag in the anti- 
submarine work off the English Channel. 

“Secretary Daniels then turned to Ad- 
miral Mayo and said: 

“*Can we send them one destroyer, Ad- 
miral? 

“To this the Admiral replied: 

“Wei can send a division and 
not send less than that.’ 

“The decision to send a division was im- 
mediately made. 

“It has been represented that the Brit- 
ish Admiral asked for only one destroyer.

This, of course, was not so.’ 

Captain Taussig tells of the confusion 
which existed in connection with the fitting 
out of his destroyers, and said it was aug- 
mented by the attempts at secrecy, which 
prevented the Navy Department from tak- 
ing (him) the commander of the small 
force into its confidence. 

It was difficult to comprehend just what 
the department's wishes and _ intentions 
were. A telephone message from the office 
of the Chief of Operations informed Cap- 
tain Taussig that his destroyers must be 
fitted out for any and every service; they 
must have everything done that they re- 
quired, but they must be ready to sail any 
time immediately upon the receipt of 
orders. 

“I felt,” said Captain Taussig, “exactly 
like the little girl who had permission to 
go swimming and was told by her mother 
to ‘hang your clothes on a hickory limb, 
but don't go near the water.’ ” 

“Our departure for overseas was at a 
time when we should have gone to the 
Navy Yard for the semiannual overhaul,” 
said Captain Taussig. 

When Captain Taussig finally sailed and 
opened his secret orders at sea, there was 
no letter of instructions and no informa- 
tion concerning submarines and how they 
were operated, and the squadron was left 
entirely on its own resources. As_ the 
squadron arrived off Queenstown, they 
found British destroyers picking up Ger- 
man mines laid the night before and within 
6 feet of the surface, “all of which,” said 
Captain Taussig, “was good evidence that 
the Germans knew of the sailing of the 
destroyers, and if they did not know of 
their destination, they were very good 
guessers.” OLD Navy.

THE SCHOOL FOR AMBASSADORS AND 
OTHER ESSAYS, by J. J. Jusserand, Ambas- 
sador of France to the United States. Pub- 
lished by G. P. Putnam’s Sons, New York and 
London, by the Knickerbocker Press. This book 
is marked by that happy blend of esteem and 
humor which has made the author known_to 
such a large circle of American readers.

The following Digest of Comptroller General’s 
Decisions is announced: 


1. With reference to a submission by the 
Secretary of the Navy of a proposed change in 
Section B of the “Instructions for Carrying 
Into Effect the Joint Service Pay Bill, Act of 
June 10, 1922,” to add the words “and enlisted 
service in the National Naval Volunteers,’ the 
Comptroller General suggested the following in 
lieu of subparagraph (e) on page 33: 

“The service which an enlisted man of the 
Navy may count for the purpose of computing 
increase of pay for length of service is as 
follows: (1) Enlisted service in the Navy; (2) 
enlisted service in the Revenue Cutter Service 
or the Coast Guard; (3) service as commissioned 
or warrant officer between April 6, 1917, and 
December 31, 1921, in any of the services men- 
tioned in the title of the Act of June 10, 1922, 
including adjunct forces thereof; (4) active 
service with the Navy rendered as a member 
of the Naval Reserve Force while holding an 
enlisted rating, but not including active service 
for training; and (5) active service with the 
Navy other than training rendered as a mem- 
ber of the National Naval Volunteers.’’ 

2. The Comptroller General holds that a sol- 
dier who is absent from his command though 
held in a civil jail under a military process for 
desertion is absent without leave and not en- 
titled to pay. The decision discloses that the 
soldier was reported as A.W.O.L. on January 
5, 1919. On February 21, 1919, two doctors 
and two judges reported that the soldier was 
suffering with tuberculosis and requested his re- 
moval from the jail. He was admitted to the 
Ft. Bayard, New Mexico, General Hospital, on 
February 28. In 1924 the Adjutant General 
of the Army corrected the record to show that 
the report of A.W.O.L. from January 5, 1919, 
to February 28, 1919, was erroneous. The Comp- 
troller General observes: 

“There appears nothing to show that claim- 
ant was away from military control and juris- 
diction as a result of authorized leave of ab- 
sence, and having left without proper authority, 
it does not appear that his condition prior to 
January 19, 1919, was such that it was not 
possible for him to return to his proper sta- 
tion. It is stated that ‘he has also had an at- 
tack of the influenza since he has been home’ 
which would appear to have commenced on or 
about the above date. It would, however, ap- 
pear that the criminal charge of desertion, was 
removed as having been erroneously made and 
claimant was contemporaneously treated as ab- 
sent without leave. The question of the right 
to pay during his absence is separate and dis- 
tinct from his criminal responsibility or lack 
of responsibility for the unauthorized absence. 
The laws and regulations governing the pay of 
an enlisted man in the Army are to the effect 
that no pay or allowances accrue to such en- 
listed man who without proper authority ab- 
sents himself from his organization, station, or 
duty. Paragraph 132 Army Regulations, 1913; 
United States vs. Landers, 92 U. S. 77; 25 
Comp. Dec. 26; decision of March 12, 1925, 
ease of H. H. Kahle, 43 MS. Comp. Gen. 476. 
Accordingly claimant was not entitled to pay 
or allowances during the period of his absence 
without permission from military control and 
jurisdiction during the period from January 5 
to February 28, 1919.’ 

After reviewing the soldier’s entire pay ac- 
counts he is found to be indebted to the United 
States in the sum of $19.80 and demand for 
refund is made. (Redder’s case, May 20, 1925.) 

3. Evidence of the disability of the husband 
which prevents him from supporting his wife 
must be furnished to enable the officer son to 
draw rental allowance for a dependent mother. 
(White’s case, May 19, 1925.) 

4. An officer is not required to make con- 
tributions to the support of a wife in order 
to be entitled to rental and subsistence allow- 
ance for dependents. The Act of June 10, 1922, 
makes the lawful wife of an officer his de- 
pendent within the meaning of that term as 
used in said act. The lawful wife of an offi- 
cer continues to be his lawful wife until that 
relation is affected in a manner recognized by 
law or is terminated by death. Neither the 
filing by the husband of a suit for separation, 
nor the voluntary living apart from his wife, 
nor his failure or refusal to support her oper- 
ates upon the status of lawful husband and 
wife nor do they necessarily affect his right to 
increased rental and subsistence allowance pro- 
vided by the Act of June 10, 1922. 

From the evidence submitted it appears that 
claimant has a lawful wife and that there has 
been no decree of divorce or other final court 
action, or separation agreement. Accordingly 
claimant’s application for increased rental and 
subsistence allowance must be allowed. (Davis’ 
case, May 19, 1925.) 

5. A non-commissioned officer of the National 
Guard of Massachusetts applied for a revision 
of his claim for $100 per month less than ac- 
tually received while attending the Officers’ 
Training Camp at Plattsburg, New York. In 
disallowing the claim the Comptroller General 
held: The Act of June 15, 1917, authorized 
pay at $100 per month for enlisted men of the 
Army in training to become officers and was ef- 
fective from and after its date only. 


The appropriation for “Civilian Military 
Training’ contained in the Act of May 12, 
1917, under which the Secretary of War was 


authorized to pay to civilians in training on 
their agreement to accept commissions in the 
Army “not to exceed $100 per month” was con- 
tained in the annual appropriation for the 
Army for the fiscal year 1918, and was not 
available, in the absence of specific language 
otherwise, for expenditure prior to July 1, 
1917. 

These are the only two acts authorizing pay 
to candidates in training for commissions in the 
Army and whether claimant be considered a 
civilian under the Act of May 12, 1917, and 


War Department Regulations, or an enlisted 
man, neither of these acts was effective during 
the period claimant was in training. There 
being no authority of law for payment to him 
while attending the camp at Plattsburg Bar- 
racks May 21 to June 12, 1917, the settlement 
disallowing his claim was correct and must be 
sustained. (Marion’s case, May 4, 1925.) 

6. In the review of a settlement of the ac- 
counts of a Finance Officer of the Army, where- 
in an item of $73.33 was disallowed as a sum 
paid to a Medical Officer of the Maryland Na- 
tional Guard, the Comptroller General held: It 
appears that during the period in question 
claimant was serving as an officer in command 
of Headquarters Detachment, 104th Medical 
Regiment, Maryland National Guard, for which 
service he was paid one-thirtieth of the base 
pay of his grade for each of fourteen drills at- 
tended by him during the quarter as an officer 
belonging to an organization, in the amount 
of $93.33, and in addition thereto $60 as captain 
commanding an organization. Claimant was a 
member of the organization to which he was 
assigned as commanding officer. 

The enlisted men authorized by Tables of 
Organization for assignment to the regimental 
headquarters were necessarily assigned to a 
separate organization and with claimant were 
federally recognized as the Headquarters De- 
tachment, 104th Medical Regiment, Maryland 
National Guard, May 11, 1923. It would ap- 
pear that this federally recognized unit was 
intended to operate en masse and that the com- 
mand was that of an organization within the 
meaning of the act cited, differing in this re- 
spect from the medical detachment attached 
to a combatant regiment, considered in 2 Comp. 
Gen. 795. Claimant was accordingly entitled 
to pay as received by him. (O’Connell’s case, 
May 15, 1925.) 

7. The Comptroller General declines to per- 
mit a Finance Officer of the Army to pay a 
voucher for $40.80 covering increased subsist- 


ence allowance for a dependent mother. The 
mother has been a widow since the death of 
her husband in October, 1924. She is blind 


and resides alone in the six room house owned 
by her, which is mortgaged for nearly 50 per 
cent of its value. She has $1,000 invested 
which yields 6 per cent interest. Her monthly 
expenses are said to be about $60 and the of- 
ficer has contributed in a little over two months 
$150. The following comment of the Comp- 
troller General is interesting: 

“The officer on the voucher states he has con- 
tributed during the current period October 25 
to December 31, 1924, $150. As it appears that 
the father was until his death able to, and did 
provide for his wife, the contributions of the 
officer prior to his father’s death were prob- 
ably not designed for the support of the mother. 

Why the 


The situation is not made clear. t 
mother, afflicted with blindness, should live 
alone in a house of six rooms, which on a 


rental basis could evidently be made to yield 
her a substantial income, seems inconsistent 
with the claim that she is dependent on her 
son. On the evidence presented the disburs- 
ing officer is not authorized to credit the al- 
lowance. The act of June 10, 1922, 42 Stat. 
627, recognizes the dependency of a mother 
only when she is in fact dependent on an of- 
ficer son for her chief support. Apparently 
your submission is based on the doubt as to 
sufficiency of the evidence to establish the de- 
pendency of the mother. This being a question 
of fact, the vouchers and accompanying papers 
will, therefore, be considered as a claim pre- 
sented by Captain Cunningham for direct set- 
tlement and he will be advised in due course 
when such settlement is made.” (Cunningham’s 
case, May 12, 1925.) 


NAVY J.A.G. OPINIONS 


Enlistment: Fraudulent. 

An enlisted man was recently tried and con- 
victed by general court-martial on the charge 
of fraudulent enlistment. . 

Held: At the time of his fraudulent enlist- 
ment on May 16, 1923, the accused was a 
civilian, having completely terminated his pre- 
vious connection with the naval service by rea- 
son of a bad-conduct discharge. It was abso- 
lutely necessary therefore, in order to convict 
him of the charge, that the receipt of pay and 
allowances be established, and the failure of 
the prosecution to show such receipt renders 
the conviction under the charge illegal. (Case 
of Demott alias Dolly, File 26251-34271A, G. C. 
M. Rec. No. 62501, March 14, 1925.) 

Mileage: The restriction on payment of for 
travel performed on Government-owned vessels. 

Held: In accordance with the decision ren- 
dered by the Comptroller General, April 28, 1925 
(A-8918), the restriction in the act of February 
12, 1925, making an appropriation for the Army 
for the fiscal year ending June 30, 1926, as 
follows: 

“Officers performing travel by Government- 
owned vessels for which no transportation fare 
is charged, shall only be entitled to reimburse- 
ment of actual and necessary expenses in- 
curred” ; 
is permanent legislation effective from date of 
enactment. (File 9209-156, AD-3 K, May 9, 
1925.) 

Stores: Shortage of subsistence. 

A shortage of subsistence stores to the value 
of $1,069.35 was disclosed by the accounts and 
returns of L.A.P., a former officer of the Ma- 
rine Corps. The Comptroller General, in ac- 
cordance with the law governing the situation, 
stated that he would proceed to make demand 
upon the surety if adjustment is not otherwise 
accomplished. 

Held: The action to be taken now being in 
the hands of the Comptroller General, all cor- 
respondence on the subject should be addressed 
by the American Surety Co. of New York to 
the Comptroller-General. (Case of Pryor, File 
26283-4076, 8-AD-3 Du, May 7, 1925.)

(a) A soldier who was discharged as third 
grade on November 30, 1924, and reenlisted day 
following discharge kept all clothing in his pos- 
session at reenlistment. Soldier received clothing 
at 50 per cent of cost price, leaving a balance 
of approximately $42.06 after clothing was taken 
up on a new clothing record. drew some 
clothing to the value of about $20, still leaving 
a balance of $20 some odd dollars. 

(b) I have been informed that unless I draw 
all of the balance due me on or before June 30, 
1925, that I shall lose all of the balance, even 
after on June 30, 1925, I will have been in the 
Service six months, and entitled to the six 
months’ saving clause. 

(c) Request information in the event that I 
have at all times enough clothing in my posses- 
sion to properly equip myself and I do not draw 
any more clothing during my present enlist- 


ment, which will terminate on November 30, 
1927. Will I receive the balance plus my six 
months’ allowance in cash value, namely, all 


balance due me plus my six months’ allowance, 
which is balanced every six months? 

A. If the clothing retained from a prior enlist- 
ment and the clothing drawn in a new enlist- 
ment includes all items of the initial clothing 
equipment, the soldier in question is entitled to 
the full initial clothing money allowance. This 
will appear to permit a saving on such initial 
allowance, but such saving is necessary to meet 
the expense of early replacements due to the 
character of the initial equipment. It is not, 
therefore, an actual saving denied by the regu- 
lations.

R.O.T.C. camps, providing their cost of 
transportation comes within the limitation 
of funds authorized for this purpose, will 
be selected by each corps area commander 
to represent the various corps areas. 

The representative corps area teams 
will compete against each other in a spe- 
cially arranged R.O.T.C. match, the exact 
nature of which will be prescribed by those 
in charge of the National Matches at Camp 
Perry. Appropriate badges will be 
awarded to those student members of the 
winning R.O.T.C. match team, and a dis- 
tinctive mark will also be given each stu- 
dent who is sent to Camp Perry as a 
representative of a corps area. The in- 
structions on the selections of candidates 
read: 

Selection of students.—Each corps area com- 
mander will select not to exceed 12 students 
attending R.O.T.C. camps, basic or advanced, 
to represent his corps area: Provided, the total 
cost of transportation shall be within the limit 
of funds specified in paragraph 1 (c). Stu- 
dents selected shall be members of R.O.T.C. 
units, regardless of the corps area in which 
such units are located; shall volunteer and shall 
give promise of becoming efficient instructors 
in rifle practice. Corps area commanders may 
issue additional instructions determining the 
method of selection, including competitive fea- 
tures, but in pursuance thereof no student shall 
be excused from any part of the regularly 
scheduled camp instruction. 

Limitation of transportation allowances.— 
Each corps area commander will select the rep- 
resentatives from his corps area so that the 
total cost of transportation and subsistence to 
and from Camp Perry shall not exceed the fol- 
lowing sums: First Corps Area, $1,000; 2d 
Corps Area, $800; 3d Corps Area, $560; 4th 
Corps Area, $850; 5th Corps Area, $280; 6th 
Corps Area, $390; 7th Corps Area, $900; 8th 
Corps Area, $1,700; 9th Corps Area, $2,800; 
and total, $9,280.

C.M.T.C. TEAMS FOR NAT. 
MATCHES TO BE PICKED 


Citizens’ Military Training Camp will 

be established at the Ohio State Rifle 
Range, Camp Perry, Ohio, from August 22 
to September 20, 1925, to enable a team 
from the C.M.T. Camps in each corps area 
to attend the Small Arms School and par- 
ticipate in the ag rem il Rifle Association 
Matches and the National Match. 

The personnel of the teams attending 
this camp will be selected successful grad- 
uates of the C.M.T. Camps in each corps 
area. Each corps area commander is au- 
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thorized to select one team squad consist- 


ing of 15 such graduates of the Basic, 
Red, White and Blue courses, who volun- 


teer and who indicate the possession of a 


sense of responsibility, and the ability to 
become proficient as instructors in rifle 
practice. One member of the team will 


be selected by reason of his experience and 
qualifications. 

Not more than one member shall be 
selected from candidates who are members 
of the Regular Army or National Guard. 
Four members may be selected from the 
members of the team from each corps area 
which competed in the National Matches 
in 1923 or 1924. In selecting these four 
members preference will be given to the 
team members in order of their standing 
in the National Rifle Team Match of 1923 
or 1924. 

The candidates to compose the team will 
be selected at the training camps they are 
attending, and no centralized practice will 
be provided for until arrival at Camp 
Perry. Other than as stated above, the 
method and manner of selection is a mat- 
ter for the decision of corps area com- 
manders.

DEFENSE TEST TELEGRAMS 
SENT TO ALL GOVERNORS 


CTING SECRETARY OF WAR 

DAVIS has sent a telegram, in sub- 
stance, as follows to the governors of each 
state: 

“The President has authorized a second 
Defense Test on July 4. 1925. On this day 
the War Department desires to present to 
the people our national defense policy and 
plans for support thereof as contemplated 
by the National Defense Act of 1920 and 
to emphasize the historical occasion when 
Congress first pledged the man power and 
resources of the country for national de- 
fense and to commemorate the sacrifices 
made for national defense. Letter follows 
covering details. I have directed General

with you reference all arrangements. Re- 


quest your support and cooperation. Of 
course, state response to the proposed test 
plans is purely voluntary and must neces- 
sarily be predicated on what you consider 
to be the best interest of your state.” 

A radiogram, in substance, as follows 
was sent by The Adjutant General to the 
commanding generals of all corps areas and 
departments and to the commanding gen- 
eral, District of Washington : 

“Pursuant to authority of the President, 
the second Defense Test will be held on 
July 4, this year. 

“The general purposes of the Defense 
Test are to acquaint people with their na- 
tional defense policies and existing organi- 
zational and muster plans of the Army of 
the United States, as well as to test said 
plans. Patriotic demonstrations should em- 
phasize the historical occasion when Con- 
gress first pledged the man power and 
resources of the country for national de- 
fense and should commemorate the sacri- 
fices made for national defense. State re- 
sponse to the proposed test is purely 
voluntary. 

“Instructions to be mailed you in a few 
days are similar to those of last year. 
Acting Secretary of War will invite co- 
operation of all governors. Copy of tele- 


gram and letter to you by mail. Initiate 
without delay necessary § action. Last 


year’s provisions requiring test to be con- 
ducted without extra expense to the Govy- 
ernment will apply.”

During the expedition of 
Vera Cruz he was highly commended by 
Lt. Col. W. C. Neville and was also com- 
mended by Colonel Russell for his service 
in Haiti. Major Shepard is survived by 
his wife, Nancy G. Shepard; two sons, 
Ralph L. Shepard and Allen ©. Shepard; 
and his sister, Katherine N. Shepard, of 
Newburyport, Mass. The funeral cere- 
monies were held on May 26 at Arlington 
cient Cemetery, with the usual military 
10n0rs. 


TRONG.—A telegram was received in 

Washington on June 2 announcing the 
death of George S. Strong, father of Mrs. 
Edward H. Campbell, wife of Rear Admiral 
Campbell, U.S.N. Mrs. Campbell was 
called to Oaklend, Calif., by the illness of 
her father over a week ago and arrived in 
time to be at his bedside when he was 
taken off. 


TURDEE.—Adm. Sir. Frederick Dove- 

ton Sturdee, of the British Navy, who 
was umong the most famous flag officers of 
the World War, and who won renown 
winning the most decisive naval victory 
of the World War, died at London, Eng- 
land, May 7, 1925. In his famous battle 
off the Falkland Islands on December 8, 
1914, Admiral Sturdee, with his squadron, 
which included the splendid battle cruisers.
